A caso for which the above Seems the 
most appropriate heading was‘ beforo Mr 
Pollock in the Police Court to-day. The

Francis Alfred Oooper, examined by, Mc 
Stukes, gave the fellozing avidence :— 
I am Acting Assistant Surveyor Gene- 
ral, Sanitary Surveyor, and Inspector of 
Buildings. “In the course of my. duties 
as Acting Assistant Surveyor 
I became. aware ‘that the, Peak’ “Ro 
was broken up apd-that.a trench had 
been cut jn, it and the sewer broken into. 
When I say the Peak Road I mean the 
| public road leading-up ty the-Peak. Isaw 
this myself. As Assistant Surveyor General 
Thad not in any, way authorised the open- 
ing of the road. No authority to do so 
had been obtained from our department. 

By the Magistrate :—L ‘produce. plans 
of these workings, -. I puesed the plans as 
Sanitary Surveyor to the Sanitary Board 
souie time about the 19th of June.
